vester Young, the defaulting cashier of the 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley railroad, 
is gone and so is u big lump of the road’s 
money, which he carried with him. All day 
the officials of the road have been hard at work 
on the books, but have as yet made little 
progress toward - discovering the exact 
amount of the loss. Young was the 
only one who knew the combination to the 
safe and this afternoon it Was decided to 
break open the safe and see what the em- 
bezzler had left behind. After several hours’ 
work by safe experts the iron doors were bro- 
ken open and the contents of the safe re- 
vealed. But not a cent of the missing money 
was found. The usual contents f the safe, 
consisting of accounts and notes and a small 
quantity of change, were all that it 
contained, The’ faint hope that the 
officials had cherished that the thief had left 
the money in the safe was dissipated ata 
glance. The road officials still decline 8 
make any guesses as to the amount of mone 
taken. and the guesses range all the way from 

a few thousand to 380,000. Gen. Echols, Vice- 

President of the road, and who is in active 

charge of its atkairs, puts the best 

face possible on the matter. He 
said this evening: “We can give 
no figures on the loss, as Young’s books will 
all have to be compared with those of the 
Auditor before we can tell what is gone.

FOR UNITING NORTHERN SUBURBS. 


Consolidation of Evanston, South Evanston, 
and Rogers Park Talked Of. 

The question of uniting the Villages of Ev- 
anston,South Evanston,and Rogers Park in one 
corporation under one name and government 
is being seriously considered by the leading men 
in those places. The local papers are agitat- 
ing the matter and business-men are express- 
ing their views through the columns. . 


Dr. O. H. Mann, the President of Evanston, 


thinks that the union of the three would be a 
good thing if it can be effected, and that it is 
better for Evanston that the City of Chicago 


i. should come no farther north, and such an 


organization as suggested would serve as a 
permanent bar to such extension of the city 


limits. He believes there is a growing feeling 
in favor of consolidation in all ‘parts of 
Evanston Township in which these villdges 
are located. 

President Hibben of South Evanston is sat- 
isfied that from a business point of view the 
consolidation is the only thing to do. 

Mr. D. W. Kean of Rogers Park is of the 
opinion that if a certain if can be disposed 
of the union of the three places could be done 
with benefit to all concerned. That “if” 
pertains to the question whether such a con- 
solidation could be equitably arranged. He 
wants to be certain that the Rogers Park com- 
munity would be something more than a tail 
to the Evanston kite.

Young, Auditor—My dear brother: Your letter of 
July 22, with draft for $12 enclosed, was received 
at Denver on my return from a trip with my 
family through Colorade. I had expected 
to have acknowledged its receipt long be- 
fore this, but the change in our management has 
necessitated the furnishing of so much informa- 
tion for the benefit of our new President and Gen- 
eral Manager that I have been obliged te neglect 
my personal correspondence for the time being. 
Besides, my family was put here on a visit, and, cf 
course, absorbed all of my time out of business 
hours. I have indorsedthe $42 upon your note. 
Your letter was a great disappointment to me, 
not so much because it fails to give me a definite 
idea as to when] may expect my money as for 
the bitter feeling revealed in its concluding para- 
graphs. The last one is a mystery to me, and, 
taken altogether, the tone of your letter is most 


-unfortunate and calculated to create an im- 


pression in the mind of any one reading it very 
unfortunate to yourself and especially in the 
mind of one whose communications you have 
treated with such contemptuous silence as you 
have mine, which becomes the more inexplicable 
in the light of your statement that I have done 
you no wrong. I thought perhaps you had got the 
impression that I was seeking to crowd you for 
the payment of this loan. I assure you that such 
is not the case, for while Iam not a millionaire, 
nor likely to be, Iam able to meet most of my 
liabilities when they mature, and if necessary 
could easily borrow a few hundred, although I 
am and have been for several years a borrower 
on property I would not like to be compelled to 


sell to meet my loans. Hence I am anxious to re- 


duce my indebtedness upon it as fast as possible, 
so if anything should happen to me (as it does to 
the best of us in this business at some time) 
whereby my income should be cut off or largely 
reduced I would be compelled to sacrifice my lit- 
tle savings to provide bread for my family. 
Promised to Pay Back. 

In your letter of June 20, 1883, you say: “I feel 
quite sure I can pay you back again within one 
year if ali goes well. I did not then or any time 
since expect that. you would do this unless 
was greater than $1,500 per 
year, and as you told me, when I 
saw you last September, that this loan 
made you straight with the world, and you have 
never said that all has not gone well with you 
since.

NEW BUILDINGS FOR FORT SHERIDAN. 


Description of the Improvements Now 
Under Way at the Military Post. 

Extensive improvements are going on at 
Fort Sheridan. The new barracks are being 
extended east of the water tower by an ad- 
dition 500 feet in length to accommodate the 
two companies of the Fifteenth Regiment of 
infantry, which is now quartered. in the up- 
per story of the western section. Two com- 
panies ot cavalry ard two of artillery will also 
be quartered in this section when completed. 
The cost of the entire barracks and water 
tower will be $200,000. In it will be quartered 
the entire garrisou of twelve companies. 

To accommodate the horses of the . cavalry 
which are soon to be quartered at this post, 
two magnificent stables are being erected a 
block south of the barracks at a cost of $21,000 
each. These stables will accommodate eighty 
horses each. 

Immediately south of the new barracks a 
mess hall, 176x190 feet, has just been com- 
pleted at a cost of $48,000. The main dining 
hall of this structure is 70x170 teet in size 
and will be fitted up with tables 
for the accommodation of 1,000 men. 
North of the barracks, and separated from it 
by a park 300 yards in width, is to be erected 
aclub-house for officers, which is already 
known familiar}? as the Bachelor's Roost. 


This structure, which will contain separate 


quarters for twelve officers, will cost $70,000. 

The old one-story frame barracks have al- 
ready been abandoned, and the eight compa- 
nies formerly quartered there have recently 
been transferred to the new barracks. 

Quarters for four Captains are to be built 
north of the present officers’ quarters at a 
cost of $9,000 each. , *

James F. Conway, 25 years old, formerly an 
employé of the Illinois Steel company, was 
found dead in bed at the Sherman House at 
8 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Conway had been in the employ of the steel 
company for three years, and up to six weeks 
ago was employed as secretary to Manager 
Walker of the South Chicago Mills. He has 
been on a furlough for the last six weeka, and 
expected to have been absent from duty until 
the busy season opened in the winter. 

Conway registered at the Sherman House 
July 28, giving his residence as St. Louis, and 
‘was assigned to Room 307. He said at the 
time that he was expecting his wife from 
Michigan and wished to be notified immedi- 


ately ou het arrival. Three days later a 


woman giving her name as Mrs. Mae Con- 
way and claiming to be his wife was shown to 
the same room although she did not register 
at the time. 

Yesterday morning when she awoke Mr. 
Conway was dead in bed by her side. A-doc- 
tor was summoned, but was too late to be of 
service, An inquest was held in the afternoon 
and a verdict of death from an overdose of 
morphine returned. 

Mr. and Mrs. Conwa a 
early in the evening of Friday. In ber testi- 
mony before the Coroner Mrs. Conway said 
they went to asaloon on Randolph street, 
where Conway te@came intoxicated. When 
they returned to their room he took several 
large doses of morphine and  threat- 
ened to kill himself, but she gave 
the matter little attention, as he was intoxi- 
cated, Mrs. Conway she was mafried at 
Marquette, Mich., July She did not know 
the name of the minister or witnesses and had 
no marriage certificate. Her maiden name, 
according to Patrick Conway, father of the 
dead man, was Eastman, and her home South 
Chicago. 

Patrick Conway is a blacksmith employed 
by the Illinois Steel company. He lives at 

o. 279 Walnut street. He said he did. not 
know his son was married, but the young 
woman should have his protection until he was 
satisfied to the contrary, and Mrs. Mae Con- 
way is now at hie house. She is 20 years old 

rather good-looking. 

~ Conway’s mother says her son was at her 
home Friday morning for a short time, that 
he was under the influence of hquor, and that 
he told her he was married. It was the first 
she knew of the marriage, she said, and she 
had never heard of nor seen her son’s wife be- 
fore. I. W. Thorpe of the Illincis Steel com- 
pany spoke highly of Conway, and said he 
never knew him to drink. 

A brother of Conway said last night: The 
Coroner’s jury has made a mistake. My 
brother could not have committed’ suicide. 
There was absolutely no reason for such an 
act.

SECRETARY FOSTER ON CURRENT TOPICS. 


der. 


The 70 Millions of Gold Went to Europe 
Because We Owed the Money—100 Min- 
ions a Year Spent by Americans Pleasur- 
ing Over There. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Aug. 1.—Secretary 
Foster is always a good and interesting talker. 
I asked him today what influence the expected 
large exportations of breadstuffs would have 
on the movement of gold during the next 
three or four months. ‘ Weil,” he replied, 
“opinions differ on that subject, and I 
think I am entitled to my own. There 
are a good many items in our balance 
of trade that never appear on the sur- 
face, but still have great influence on the 
final result. They are unknown quantities, 
but make themselves known and felt very 
often. The money spent by American travelers, 
students, etc., in Europe, for instance, is an 
item seldom taken into consideration, ande still 
as weall know very large. [Estimated now 
at $100,000,000 this and last year!] Then we 
have to pay interest on securities of all kinds. 
Now, when we were forced to send about $70,- 
000,000 in gold to Europe, we were compelled 
to do so because we owed the money. We are 
always in debt over there because such a large 
amount of American securities is held on the 
other side, and they call on us when they need 
the cash because they know we have got it. 

Now some very sanguine people expect to 
see all this gold flow back as soon as the large 
exportation of breadstuffs is fairly under way. 


lam sorry to say that I do not fully agree’ 


with these gentlemen. Of course gold will 
flow back, but hardly to the amount we have 
sent out. In the first place they may not buy 
to the extent ex Business is not very 
good on the o side at present, and the 
great mass of consumers will have to get

„Besides that we must not forget that we 
stili owe large amounts over there, and that 
they may in these loans as soon as they 
see that too * amounts of gold leave 
Europe to pay for our goods. I have the 
greatest confidence in the future, but I can- 
not share the oversanguine hopes of some of 
our business-men.”’ : 

I asked the Secretary if this situation would 
not lead to a stringency in the money market 
as soon as the crops had to be moved. He re- 
plied: “ Undoubtedly it will. The larger de- 
mand for the foreign markets will raise prices” 
will necessitate the quicker movement of 
large quantities from the West to the sea- 
ports, and create an unusually large de- 
mand for ready money at that time. 
Besides the necessity of keeping enough 
cash on hand while the expenditures 
are growing and the receipts of the Treasury 
are becoming smaller, this was one of the rea- 
sons why I proposed the converting of the 4 
per cent bonds into a longer bond at 2 per 
cent. This transaction is progressing very 
favorably; and I am sure will add about $25,- 
000,000 to the circulating medium. I am con- 
sidering the advisability of convertmg the 4s 
in time in the same way, thus creating a new 
basis for the circulation of national banks; 
but you know that many circumstances, polit- 
ical and otherwise, have to be taken into con- 
sideration. I do not believe anyway that the 
next Congress will follow any of my recom- 
mendations. We shall have to get over the 
free-coinage craze before anything else can 
be done, and I suppose the House at least will 
a free-coinage bill. How anybody can be 

lind enough not to see that free coinage of 
silver without international agreement will 
bring us right down to a silver standard I do 
not understand, Why there is not a single 
silver advocate today that will dare to 
make a prediction in to the effect of 
free coinage. Their foremost leaders have 
admitted to me that the effect of the last law 
buying four and one-haif millions a month 
has completely baffled them. Where is the ex- 
2 1 in price, and how can they account 
or the utter failure of the lawin that respect? 
People forget only too often that the natural 
ws of trade and finance cannot be changed

The animals are very timid, and, 
coming in with the tide, they are easily driven 
inty shoal water by shouting and spiashing 
with oars, whereupon they are dispatched with 
flint-shod spears. Noother weapons can be 
used for this purpose, because to do so would 
entail misfortune—according to the native su- 
perstition. When awhale is taken the flesh 
and blubber are common property, but the 
whalebone belongs to the captors. The jaw- 
bones are employed for shoeing sied runners 
ard the ribs and jaws are used in constructing 
the framework of winter dwellings. Fresh or 
tainted—indifferently—the meat is esteemed a 
delicacy for eating. 

Strips of whalebone are folded into the 
shape of the letter N, enveloped in hunks of 
fat and frozen that way. The hunks of fat 
thus prepared are left in promising spots for 
great white bears to devour. Along comes 
one of the monsters, gulps a hunk down 
whole; the gastric juices melt the fat and eat 
away the strings of tendon with which the 
whalebone is bound; the Whalebone springs 
out straight across the animal’s stomach and 

resently it dies of lockjaw. Next day Mr. 
kimo comes along and gathersin a big 
bearskin worth several quarts of whisky.

It is the custom that, while hunting white 
whales, no native shall chop wood, dig in the 
earth, sew or tan skins. Todo any of these 
things would offend the god of the white 
whales, who might not permit those useful 
cetaceans to come back the next season. 
When the whaling is over all the bones of the 
animals must be gathered and burned for the 
same reason, and a corrcsponding supersti- 
tion directs that all osseous remains uf the 
walrus, seal, and bear shall be consumed like- 
wise by fire lest their divinities be offended.”

Alleged Brutal Treatment of Convicts in a 
New, York Pénitentiary.

Brash was 
released during the night—probably after he had 
fainted—and an officer who saw him the next day 
said that his head was covered with large lumps. 
While hanging he had been clubbed on the head 
by Keeper Haggerty; he had been punished for 
failing to perform his task. which at his advanced 
age was a physical. impossibility, 

he next notable horror was the punishment of 
A. Green of cell No. 144, Company 9, whose terrible, 
suffering drove him mad, 
Feb. 19, at about 1:30 o'clock, Green succeeded 
John Mearthy of cell No. 39, Company 9. McCar- 
thy had been hanging on the tree“ for twenty- 
four hours. Green Had been 833 punish- 
ment every day for nearly eight weeks. The form

TO HELP EXILED RUSSIAN JEWS. 


A Movement to Seatter Them in Small Col- 
onies Throughout the Country, 
Philadelphia Times: After mature deliber- 
ation the Jewish Alliance of America has 
formulated a plan by which the promoters 
hope to be able to solve the problem of what 
to do with the vast numbers of Russian Jews 


| who, being driven from their native country, 


dre flocking to the United States. The alli. 


ance seeks to make the immigrants self-sup. 
porting as soon as possible after their arrival 
in this country, and the matter has been the 
stibject of a great deal of t ht among the 
practical Jews. As à result of their labors the 
alliance, the local office of which is at No, 623 
Chestnut street, has formulated a circular let- 
ter the subatance of which is as follows: 

“It may be stated beyond question that if 
the annual influx of the many thousands of 
immigrants could by some 3 system 
be quickly distributed through the vast in- 
terior of the Union they would prove a desir- 
able acquisition to the respectable localities in 
which they settle and also speedily better their 
own condition. Not merely money but brain 
and muscle are essential for the building up 
of a community, arid, although few of the vic- 
tims of Russia's monstrous tyranny succeed in 
passing her frontiers without being robbed of 

ractically of all their property, their stout 
foarte and willing hands are sufficient capital 
to warrant them a welcome in this yop ae 
They are prepared to do all kinds of work, 
and experience wherever they have been estab- 
lished proves that they make good factory 
hands, tailors, seamstresses, Carpenters, etc. — 

It is, however, manifest that the assim- 
ilation of these immigrants is retarded 
through their concentration in the larger com- 
munities, and particularly im the seaboard 
cities. If some outlet into the more thinly- 
settled interior districts could be opened; if 
some system could be dev by which the 
numerous places throughout tus country, par- 
ticularly in the Southern and Western States, 
which are soliciting new settlers, could have 
their demands supplied from the overcrowded 
cities, then a great desideratum would be ac- 
complished and the most beneticent results 
obtained. To com such ends for the 
refugees from Russian barbarism the Jewish 
Alliance of America has been organized, and 
the movement has now become sufficiently, 
extended to permit practical work in this di- 
rection being undertaken. 

United efforts by Jews in all quarters of 
the Union will be potent in doing what is re- 
quired. Wherever Jews dwell they can assist 
in placing a few. of the neweomers. Their 
wants are not unreasonable; all they need is 
a chance to work in order to earn a livelihood. 
If Jews at all places where they are settled 
will look through their neighborhoéd for the 
purpose they will be able to” ish the Al- 
liance with enough information to enable us 
to direct the immigrants where they should 
go. Pecuniary help will come from members 
of the Alliance, from the Baron de Hirsch 
trust, and from the liberality of eur commu- 
nity. 1 

“The immediate. purpose to be kept in 
view is the settlement of small Jewish com- 
munities in the towns and vil of in- 
terior throughout the country... It is mani 
fest that if two or three families could be set- 
tled anywhere under self-supporting con- 
ditions, they would soon become the nucleus 
of further growth through the accession of 
relatives and friends for Wham the first 
comers would have made more or less ade-. 
quate provision. The only reason why the 
present immigrants cannot well be left to 
their own devices; as were their predecessors. 
is that the immigration of the latter was a 
normal process, while that of the Russian 
Jews is abnormal through their forced ex- 
patriation and consequent poverty and help- 

essness. ”’ 8 i 

With these facts in view it is now proposed 
that the establishment of small Jewish com- 
munities be furthered by the Jewish Alliance 
through the medium of its branch organiza- 
tions. A sketch of the plan in general may be 
stated as follows: 

The entire country shall be.divided into dis- 
tricts, whose boundaries and number may be 
varied from time to time as occasion may 
prove to be expedient, 

Each district shall be directly controlled by 
the branch organization in the principal city 
of the district, all other branches in the same 
district to cooperate under the direction of 
the principal branch. All measures of gen- 
eral policy are to remain subject to the revis- 
ion and control of the Central Executive vom- 
mittee of the Alliance. 

The board of officers of each of the branches 
of the Alliance shall appoint a number of 
their members, whose duty it shall be to find 
locations where one or more families may be 
settled under circumstances affording them a 
reasonable subsistence. officers of the 
local branch shall endeavor to locate in the 

laces thus determined such pereons or fam- 
ilies as have apphed to them for the purpose, 
and in the absence of such applicants they 
shail report the occasion to the Central Exec- 
utive committee, who shall thereupon take

‘HOW SURPLUS PROFITS EMPLOY MORE 


LABOR, 

Adee be e tagh repeat of the Board of 
Health there are employed by wholesale firms 
and manufacturers in this. city 270,000 men 
and women, most of whom believe that their 


one can judge by the speeches at labor meetings. 
The fact that these 270,000 persons are working 
here for wages means that $200,000,000 capital 
in round numibers is actively employed in 
finding them employment. And as the popu- 
lation imereases the capital, productively 
used, must increase also or some will be with- 
out wages, The number of wage-earners is 10 
or 12 per cent greater today than it was last 
year; three times greater than it was ten years 
ago. But if the amount of capital were the 
same as it was in 1881 no larger number of 
' workmen would have employment and per- 
haps the wages would be lower, because there 
would not be capital enough to employ at the 
present rate of compensation one-third of all 
who now have jobs. 

Every week hundreds of workingmen find 
their way to this city, a large percentage of 
them from foreign countries, They are in 
search of employment, and if they do not get 
it they must hunger or be supported by friends 
or the county. Employment is found, how- 
ever, for neafly all of them at living wages. 
That means that new capital is being con- 
stantly provided. Whence does it come? 
Partly from without; but much of it consists 
of the savings or surpluses of capital already 
invested here and reproductavely used. If 
those surpluses were eaten up yearly by taxes 
or in extra wages the growth of capital would 
not keep pace with the increase in the number 
of workers, and the latter would find nothing 
to do, Capital must make a profit or no ad- 
ditional workmen can get jobs. It must 
make a satisfactory profit to its owners or 
they will close up and quit ess and dis- 
charge ‘employés. 

It is fortunate, then, for the workingmen, 
both the old settlers and the newcomers, that 
the Chicago employers do not make ducks and 
drakes out of the net profits of their capital; 
that they do not squander them in riotous liv- 
img and use up their capital in marble palaces 
in Europe, or in costly pictures, or let it lie 
idle; but that instead of using it thus they 
utilize it for the enlargement of their plants 


would not be correct to say that the em- 
ployers are entitled to any special praise 
on the score of benevolence for this, or 
that it should be “imputed to 
for righteousness.” They simply obez 
the instinct of gain. If a man has 
made a net profit of $10,000 from his cap 
ital it pains him to lock it up in a safety de- 
posit box or to use more than a small percent 
age of it unprofitably. When he has capital 
which is earning nothing or eating its head 
off’? he feels like the house-owner who cannot 
get a tenant for his premises, while taxes, in- 
surance, and repairs have to be paid; or like 
the workmgman whose tools are idle. A law 
of human nature, which few of the employers 
are able to resist, drives them to make a re- 
productive use of their surpluses by investing 
them in business, and thus to find more labor 
for tlie steady stream of newcomers seeking 
work. 

The ideas of mafiy workingmen are rad- 
ically wrong in regard to capitalists. Inten- 
tionally or ignorantly their orators have led 
them astray, and the rank and file have not 
paid close enough attention to this special 


true relations of capital and labor and of the 
influence which control those who use capital 
toemploy labor. If that ever could be dis- 
pelled this blind hostility to employers as a 
class and the system of production would 
cease. At present, while the labor orator ad- 
mits that some employers are better than 
others, his contention is that the entire system 
of using private capital in reproduction is 
wrong, and that not the least objectionable 
feature of it is the fact that surpluses are ac- 
cumulated instead of being paid out at once 
larger wages, and that those «surpluses are 
productively employed by the capitalists, and 
thus in turn create new surpluses; and that

UNHEALTHY DWELLINGS IN CITIES. 

A large number of sanitary statistics in re- 


lation tothe housing of people in the large 


‘ cities have been collected by Dr. Shaw for use 


in his lectures at Plymouth’s School. The sub- 
ject is a highly important one, as the tendency 
of the people is each year towards the cities, 
partly owing to the rapid extension of indus- 


| trial improvements, and in part for the reason 


that the introduction of agricultural machin- 
ery permits a given area of land to be culti- 
vated with asmaller number of hands than 


used to be employed. Two-thirds of the pop- 


ulation of England are now grouped in the 
large towns, some of which are growing as 
fast as Chicago and other Western cities. The 
Scotch have become an urban people, three-: 
fourths of their number being grouped in the 
towns and villages. Berlin is seven times as | 
large as it was sixty years ago, and throughout 
Europe the tendency to increase of urban pop- 
ulation is strongly marked. It is so even in 
France, though the total population of that 
land is inoreasing but slowly. 

This radical change in conditions renders it 
necessary to evolve a scientific scheme of 
municipal life. Sewerage and water supply 
must be provided on a comprehensive plan in 
each and unnecessary condensation avoided. 
In Berlin, London, and some other cities it is 
now recognized as imperative to consider the 
question of house occupancy as connected 
with that of disease and death. In Berlin in 
1885 it was found that 72,000 persons lived in 
habitations of one room, and the other 1,212, 
000 in better houses, and the deaths of the city 
were equalin these two numerically unequal 
divisions.

It is a matter that 
should be attended to, not only in the interest 
of the inhabitants of those crowded spaces, 
but of the rest, including. the rich and well- } 
off, whose health-is seriously imperiled by the 
epidemic conditions that are generated amid 
squalor and filth in the great cities. Already 
the new municipal administration of Chicago 
has esskyed to abolish some of the worst 
places in which human beings congregate 
here in Gangerously large numbers, but there 
is still much to be done, and it cap hardly be 
accomplished unless the hands of the author- 
ities are sustained by a strong public senti- 
ment in favor of the reform.

THE HOSPITAL FOR CONTAGIOUS DIS- 
EASES. 


The County Board has decided to build on 
the hospital grounds a detached building to 
be called the emergency ward for contagious 
diseases. Itis a reproach to the humanity 
and common sense of the community that 
something of this kind was not done years 
ago. There is no place where persons suffer- 
ing from. diphtheria, scgriet-fever, measles, 
small-pox, and other diseases of that class can 
be sent. The hospital has always refused to 
receive them, out of consideration for other 
inmates. Hence those suffering from infectious 
diseases have sometimes been turned out of 
their lodgings and left to walk the streets or 
find temporary shelter in a station house. 


Often, owing to the absence of a place to care | 


for these cases, contagion has spread, and the 
loss to the commutijty, putting an economic 
valuation on life, hag been greater than the 
cost of a building would be. Those who are 
attacked by these ailmente in comfortable 
homes can be cared for there. Those who are 
taken sick in hotels, crowded boarding-houses, 
and the abodes of the very poor should be 


looked after by the community. 


The erection of this building was opposed 
by three of the country members of the board 
on three grounds, One of these was that it 
was a new hospital and the county had no 
right to establish it. Ihe law regarding coun- 
ties gives the board power.to build jails, in- 
sane asylums, and poorhouses, but it does not 
mention hospitals, The authority of Cook 
County to run one rests on a especial law 
passed before the present Constitution was 
adopted. The law did not apply, however, to 
select varieties of disease, as to malaria, 
rheumatism, pneumonia, consumption, can- 
cer, and jaundice, but to all the physical ills 
which came out of Pandora’s box. The 
county has neglected to do its duty for years 
and has made no provision for those suffering 
from certain kinds of sickness, but it could 
have made provision for them when the law 
was passed, and it can do it now. The legal 
point is not a good one. It does not apply. 

Then the country members said that the 
city should build the hospital, because about 
all the cases would come from Chicago. That 
is true, but it i a matter of no consequence. 
Chicago has grown till it practically is Coak 
County. It has nearly nine-tenths of the 
people in the county, and more than eleven- 
twelfths of the property assessed for taxation. 
The city and county governments are little 
more than two faxing agencies dealing prac- 
tically with the same people and the same 
property. It s happens that the county gov- 
ernment, owing to the smaller demands on n it, 
government cannot.

Now and then, however, Mr. Howells exer- 
cises his critical functions in a right and 
healthy direction, and his position as editor of 
one of the departments of Harper’s Magazine 
gives him a prominent opportunity for doing

periodical, for instance, he assails the news- 
stand and periodical counter of the day in a 
trenchant and meritorious manner. The 
modern news-stand is devoted almost entirely 
to fiction and supplies, not only a large home 
demand, but an immense call for light litera- 
ture to meet the needs of the summer travel- 
ers. The summer young man and the sum- 
mer girl go to the mountains and the sea- 
shore loaded down with light fiction, nine- 
tenths of which is furnished by the news- 
stands. It is of the character of these works 
Mr. Howells complains, and rightly. He has 
discovered that there\is moral decay in Ameri- 
can fiction. He says: 

It is more artistic, or perhaps we had better say 
chic, than it was; but it is not so sound, we feel 
quite sure. Bighteen or twenty years ago the 
news-stand in question would have been covered 
with novels vilely printed and repulsively bound, 
but certainly healthier in matter, if not so chic in 
manner. The people who do these nasty-looking 
contemporary things—authors, artisans, artiste— 
have got touch; they are clever; and yet there are 
plenty of people who have got touch, who are 
clever, and who are not doing nasty-looking 
things. We all know them, it is needless to name 


them, but apparently the news-stand believes the 
public dves not want them, at least in book form. 


Having thus stated his case, he inquires

Aurelius or Thomas à Kempis just as 
quickly as any of the naaty stuff on his count- 
ers if there were a public demand for it. It is 
the public demand after all that regulates 
his business just as it regulates the theater, 
and the public. is responsible therefore for the 
moral decay of latter-day fiction, If the pub- 
lic did not want this stuff it would not be 
written or sold, and the male Saltuses and pas- 
sionate females would be left without occu- 
pation. This does not reflect any credit upon 
these sensational and suggestive creatures, 
but it does offer them a certain excuse 


for writing their rot, and they . may } 


claim that they are no worse or no 
more uncleanly than the average public 
which clamors for-their stuff and carries it 
away to the summer resorts by cartloads. It 
is not a cheering reflection, but it is none the 
less true that the news-stand and the depot 
periodical counters represent the taste of the 
public. Can that taste be changed? This is 
the task to which Mr. Howells has devoted 
himself, for he has announced that he is going 
to follow up this subject in the September 
number of Harper’s Magazine. If he suc- 
ceeds he shall be forgiven all the absurd 
things he has said about Dickens, Thackeray, 
George Ehot, Scott, and others who were 
deemed to have written creditable stories in 
their time and who are the world’s prime fa- 
vorites today, and he shall even be forgiven 


his mania for the Tolstoi and Ibsen fads. 


LIGHT TAXES ON CHICAGO WORKINGMEN, 

The Assessor of the West Town says that he 
dropped this year over a thousand names 
from the tax-roll: 

In other words, we did not continue the e 
of making poor laboring men and others who 
have only enough to live on pay taxes on sums 
ranging from $100 upward. I made it a point, 
however, to have my deputies look sharply after 
pianos and other personal property of the sort 
which comes under the head of luxuries, and 
wherever we were able to find anything of the 
kind we put it on the list But the poor man 
with only enough furniture to meet the demands 
of his house we did not assess, fre 

There is a point where it does not pay to 
collect a tax, where,the expense of bookkeep- 
ing and dunifing is more than the tax comes 
to. Ifa workingman has furniture which is 
worth fairly a hundred dollars it is assessed at 
less than $20 and the tax is only about a dollar, 
To hunt up the man who owés it, in a city 
where people move about as much as they do 
here, takes more than a dollar's worth of 
walking. The result is that except where 
the workingmen own their houses or lots they 
go tax free. 


Very different, however, is the condition of | 


the artisan, living in a German city. ‘There 
he has no personal tax to pay, and if he should 
own his house the burdens on it would not be 
as heavy as here, But he has to pay a graded 
income tax, and that means of raising money 
(which the Ohio Democrats praise so warmly) 
weighs heavily upon him. 

‘The taxes which a Berlin workman pays for 
the support of the Imperial Government are 
indiréct, as are those paid to the United States. 
There are internal revenue duties on spirits, 
beer, salt, sugar, ana tobacco, and custom-house 
duties on breadstuffs and provisions. The 
amount of money which a man pays to the 
Kingdom of Prussia, which corresponds with 
the State of Illinois, depends chiefly on his 
income. Here it depends on his property. A 
Chicagoan only pays the State 32 cents on 
every hundred dollars’ assessed worth of prop- 
erty, the assessment being, however, a fourth 
or fifth of the re@l value. The. Prussian pays 
accordmg to his income and wages. If his 
wages are $1502 year he pays 75centsor half of 
lper cent. If he gets $300 he pays $4.50 or 134 

per cent. If he gets $400 he pays $7.50 or 1.875 
per 
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An exchange asks if it is worth while to en- 
courage the breeding of dogs in this country.

In the rural part of the country 
the dog may be a useful animal, but in the 
cities there cannot be many exceptions to the 
rule that the dog is a nuisance to everybody 
else than his owner, and not of much real use

conduct. If kept in the house as a pet it is 


in danger of going mad, and if chained up in 
the back yard he too often makes night hide- 
ous by its howlmgs. When allowed to run 
free in the streets it is a perpetual menace to 
all good citizens, the death of one of whom 
from hydrophobia is more important than the 
lives of all the dogs in the town. 

The dog-catchers of this city are doing good 
service, though in a way that is unpleasant to 
the parties immeuiately concerned. Doubt- 
less it is hard in some particular cases to have 
a favorite canine snatched up in the street by 
means of a wire loop ana carried away to that 
bourn whence no dog returns without being 
redeemed by the payment of $38. But such a 
drastic measure is one of real relief to the 
community, which would be immensely bene- 
fited if every dog in the city were. summarily © 
suppressed, death bemg offered asthe only 
alternative to beimg sent to the country, where 
dogs are already numerous enough for all 
practical purposes, It would be a decided re- 
form if every d in Chicago were forced 
to go. 


AN AMERICAN SCHOOL. 

The University of Pennsylvania is about 
making an innovation on the ordinary college 
eurriculum which promises valuable results 
and which will appeal with special earnestness 
to every patriotic American. Through the 
generosity of several public-spirited gentle- 
men at the East, the university recently has 
come into the possession of a splendid endow- 
ment fund, amounting to. several hundred 
thousand dollars, which it is proposed to use in 
the establishment and maintenance of an or- 
ganization to be known as the “School of 
American History and Institutions, in 
which everything that pertains to this 
country in the line of history, lit 
erature, law, and lore of every kind will 
be taught. The dean of the school will be 
Prof. Francis N. Thorpe, of Chautauqua, and 
C. Stuart Patterson, dean of the law school, 
Prof. James, Prof, Robert Ellis Thompson 
and other prominent instructors will be con- 
nected with the faculty, The library will be 
one of the finest in this country in the line of 
Americans It already has a complete offi- 
cial record of the National Government, the 
laws of every State in the Union, and the ordi- 
nances of most of the cities. The well- 
known library of the late Judge Jameson 
of this city will form a part of it, it is said. 
The different departments of the school will 
be made up as follows: The history of Amer- 
ican legislation in all the States and m Con- 
gress ; State constitutional history; history of 


the great movements in education; history of 


the church; history of diplomacy; history of 
municipal affairs and the growth of cities; 
history of politics and political parties; and 
the history of the American newspapers and 
their growth. 

The scheme, as will be observed, covers en- 
tirely new ground in American education, 
There is no danger, however, the classics 
and the ordinary fields of study will be neg- 
lected on aceount of this unique innovation. 
It supplies a long-felt want and if properly 
administered it will elevate and dignify 
American institutions by giving them a higher 
position in the study of the world’s progress 
then they have occupied before, It may safely 
be asserted that American students know 
more of Grecian and Roman institutions than

The Income Tax Unpopular and Unjust. 

Milwaukee Sentinel: During the financial 
straits of the government caused by the war such 
a tax was levied, and it proved to be the most un- 
popular form of taxation éver adopted in the 
United States.

Gen. Ruggles’ ideas 
were crude, but he obtainéd his patent and 
thereby the exclusive right to the wholesale 
and retail trade in the artificial rain-storms in 
this country. However, when Congress took 
up the matter and began to talk of investi- 
gating the subject Gen. Ruggles freely sur- 
1 all his rights in faver of the govern- 
ment. 

After Gen. Ruggles had taken out his papers 
the subject of artificial.rainfail received little 
attention for twenty years or more, but as the

He Failed as a Farmer. 

Maj. Hudson, editor of the Topeka (Kas.) Capi- 
tal, tried to be a farmer once in his life and gave 
it up. It was aiong time ago, he said, when 
the average farmer was not as enlightened as he 
is now. I devoted my brain to the industry as 
well as my muscle. On one occasion I believed 
that the farmer needed more cultivation of the 
intellect and concluded to contribute my mite 
toward his mental welfare: I took the stump in 
the very best of faith and spent my time and 
money in his behalf. I know I was honest in 
my endeavor.

Novel House“ Moving in Early Chicago. 

“Tue Tripune printed a story a few days ago 
about the novel manner in which a house was 
moved,” said an early settler. “I remember one 
that occurred in 1851, and a full account of it 1s 


printed in Fergus’ Historical Series No. 19. Mr. 


Cleaver had built two houses on the bank of the 
North Branch, near. Division street. He wanted 
to move them to Thirty-eighth street. The bridge 
at Chicago avenue was in the way of the project, 
and Cleaver made complaint to the city authori- 
ties that they had no right to obstruct a navigable 
stream and the bridge was removed. The 
houses were placed on two canal boats and 
chained together. At the mouth of the 
river a storm was encountered, which obstrueted 
further work for two days. The watchman who 
was left in charge tired of his solitary job and 
hailed a passing tug, which hitched to the canal 
boats and the voyage was resumed, The tug cast 
them off about 200 feet from land near the point 
of destination and they drifted broadside to 
shore and up on the beach. The chains held them 
together until the houses became fixed. They 
were standing there, north of thé pier or Thirty- 
eighth street, on Lake avenue, a few years ago. 
That section was known in those days as Cleaver- 
ville, jand is so called by the old settlers of Chi- 
cago.’ : 


“ Stonewall” Jackson. 

An ex-Confederate of ‘Chicago: I have read 
several stories about how Gen. Jackson of Con- 
federate fame gained his sobriquet of Stone- 
wall.” McCabein his life of Gen. Lee gives the 
credit to that officer.

The four Kings were 
originally David, Alexander, Cesar, and Charle- 
magne, representing the four great monarchies. 
The Queens were Argine, Judith, Esther, and 
Pallas, representing birth, fortitude, piety, and 
wisdom.” The knaves were either knights or 
servants to knights. . -

Boito’s “ Nerone.” 
A remarkably thorough and conscientious 

workman is Arrigo Boito, whose opera Ne- 
rone is among the most important works 
anticipated in Italy next season. Boito is a 
musician, a critic, and a librettist. He is 
known in America as the author of the book 
of Otello“ and as the composer and author 
of * Mefistofele.”’ He has given to Nerone 
eight years of labor, He has rewritten the 
opera no fewer than ten times and his ex- 
pectant publishers are terrified even now by 
a threat that he will write it ain. 
Italian musical journals state that Boito pre- 
sents Nero as a tyrant, but also as a sublime 
and ambitious character, though how he does 
so without taking liberties with history is a 
question. There is to be no overture to the op- 
era. The work begins with a chorus heard in 
the distance while the curtain is down. It is 
the crowd cursing Nero and ee» te re- 
volt. The voices grow louder, and as t 
tain rises the crowd rushes upon the stage 
As yet the orchestra is silent. Suddenly Nev ero 
enters and the orchestra bursts into a formida- 
ble crash of sound. Assuredly an original and 
astonishing effect. A conspicuous scene will 
be the burning of Rome, though it is not stated 
— 1 or not Nero will execute a violin solo 

uring the conflagration. Altogether it is ex- 
pect tint bp ” will be as important a 
work and more strikingly original 
than “ Otello Why did you not write. an 
overture ?”’ some one asked of Boito. “I had 
not time, replied this versatile genius; it 
has taken me eight years to write the work as 
it stands at present. 


Damrosch’s New Concertmeister. 

Walter Damrosch has engaged a new Con- 
certmeister for next season. His name is 
Adolph Brodsky, and, though some of the 
Eastern papers call him Professor, he is 
said to be a very excellent musician. It was 
mainly for the purpose of engaging a Con- 
certmeister that Mr, Damrosch made his re- 
cent trip to Europe, though other musicians 
were also needed for the Damrosch orchestra.
